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BOAT  PEOPLE  FUND 

Medical  Students  from  8T1  to  813  are  organizing  a  fund 
to  support  a  Vietnamese  refugee  family. 

In  June  1979  alone,  72000  refugees  fled  South  East  Asia 
and  it  is  estimated  that  70%  died  in  the  South  China  Seas 
—  due  to  starvation,  and  disease.  These  refugees  are 
forced  to  surrender  their  life's  savings  for  the  privilege 
of  fleeing  political  repression.  This  traffic  in  human 
beings  represents  the  largest  single  export  commodity  of 
Vietnam's  economy,  replacing  the  traditional  leading 
export ,  coal . 

This  fund  is  an  opportunity  for  medical  students  as  a 
group  to  intervene  in  the  plight  of  a  refugee  family. 
Through  "Operation  Lifeline",  the  money  we  will  raise  will 
be  channeled  to  a  Toronto  family  who  has  agreed  to  lodge 
the  refugees  but  needs  financial  help.  The  Canadian  gov¬ 
ernment  will  sponsor  one  refugee  for  every  one  sponsored 
by  the  private  sector,  so  in  effect  we  will  be  sponsoring 
two  families. 

Our  goal  is  $2500  and  the  collection  will  be  taken  up 
during  your  lectures  on  the  following  dates;  Friday  Oct. 

19  for  8T2  and  8T3,  and  Monday  Oct.  22  for  8T1. 

He  hope  this  campaign  will  be  a  symbol  of  the  medical 
student's  humanitarian  interests.
